THE APPOINTMENT OF the the Viceroy o of India has long beech considered 
to be one of the highest honors which could be conferred by the British 
government, A long line of distinguished and able men have occupied the 
position, which has carried with it grave responsibility as well as great 
honor, Lord Louis Mountbatten of Burma, who has recently assumed this 
office, brings to it skill, experience and character which may cause him to 
go down in history as one of the greatest of those who have undertaken 
this difficult task. It is probable that he will be the last Viceroy to be ap- 
pointed and in accepting the post he has undertaken an exacting and deli- 
cate mission, but»he has shown, in the past, that he is capable of dealing 
with formidable problems,

Although Lord Mountbatten was born into a fam- 
A Naval Cadet ily which had both wealth-and Royal connections, 
* ae hé chose to join the Royal Navy as a cadet at the 
Wken Thirteen age of thirteen; Five years later, when the First 
Great War broke out, he was a sub-lieutenant in a submarine flotilla. Be- 
tween the two wars he made a serious study. of wireless and signals and in 
the recent war he was in corimand of the destroyer Kelly, and then of the 
aircraft carrier Illustrious. Later, he became héad of the Commandos, and 
went from that post to become Chief .of Combined Operations at the time 
when the invasion of Europe was being planned. He solved formidable prob- 
lems connected with the invasion by his part im the development of ‘Mul- 
berry”, the floating harbors and the great engineering project ‘Pluto’, the 
oil pipeline under the sea. Before the invasion took place, however, Lord 
Mountbatten had become Supreme Allied Commander in Southeast Asia, 
where by attacking in the monsoon season, he surprised the Japanese and 
broke their resistance in that area. 
* * * * * 
5 A man who dealt so capably with the problems of 
Unity Needed war, may be expected to bring equal wisdom and 
energy to the problems of peace. The situation in 
Among People India at the present time is extremely critical. In 
the time which Britain remains in control there, it is her responsibility to 
attempt in every way possible to bring about the unity which is essential to 
the Indian people if they are to have their independence. The tasks to be 
completed are as grave and as complicated as any which were encountered 
during the war, and no doubt the British government had this in mind when 
one of the most brilliant of the wartime leaders was chosen to be Viceroy 
at this time. One observer has said that if Lord Mountbatten is successful 
in this mission he will enhance an already great reputation, but that failure, 
under the present circumstances, will not diminish it.

BRITON FORESEES — 
FLIGHT TO MOON 
IN SIXTY YEARS 


LONDON.—A trip to the moon 
“within the next 50 or 60 years” in a 
space-ship travelling at thousands of 
miles an hour was visualized by Prof. 
A. M, Low in an interview recently, 

The past president of the British 
Inter-planetary Society pictured 
pioneers wearing suits designed for 
protection against intense heat and 
cold and carrying their own oxygen 
supplies, seated in a giant space-ship 
navigated by radar and driven by 
atomic energy. 

“The first useful experiment in this 
direction will undoubtedly be the 
Amercan ‘rocket postal service’ be- 
tween the United States and Britain,” 
he said. “If you can travel from 
America to Britain by tocket—and 
no one doubts that you can—you can 
certainly travel to the moon, 

“Hundreds of thousands. of people 
will amost certainly be killed in first 
attempts at inter-planetary travel, 
but if as much money were to be 
spent on designing space-ships as has 
been spent designing weapons of war 
a safe method of making the journey 
would no doubt be found in time. 

“Such a space-ship could be de- 
signed, but it will not be built now 
because it is quite beyond the means 
of any private society and because it 
has ho immediate financial return.”

Extend Farm Lands | 
By Government Loans 


Loans for the clearing and break- 
ing of 52,000 acres of new land were 
made in Canada in 1946 by the 
branches of the chartered banks 
under the provisions of the Farm Im- 
provement Loans Agt. The loans 
were made of 1,008 farmers for a to- 
tal of approximately $550,000. Most 
of the loaning for this purpose was 
done in Western Canada, particular- 
ly in outlying areas such as_ the 
Peace River area. Much of the land 
that was cleared and newly broken 
was done by large power units espec- 
ially designed for the handling of 
such work, operating on a custom 
basis. 

It is anticipated by the officials ad- 
ministering the Farm Loans Im- 
provement Act that loans for the 
clearing and breaking of land will be 
substantially increased for 1947 and 


that as a result a _ considerable 
amount of new land will be put into 
production. The banks, particularly 


in outlying areas are co-operating to 
the fullest extent with the Dominion 
Government in making the loans 
which are instrumental not only in 
furthering the progress of individual 
farmers, but in the development of 
the newer districts as a whole.

HONEY CHOCOLATE CAKE 
(2 eggs) 

cups sifted cake flour 
teaspoons soda 
teaspoon salt 
cup butter or other shortening 
cups honey 
eggs, unbeaten 
squares unsweetened chocolate, 
melted 
cup water 
teaspoon vanilla 

Sift flour once, measure, add soda 
and salt, and sift together three 
jtimes, Cream shortening, add honey

Flax proved a “Cinderella” crop 

last year for J. D, Dovell, bachelor 
farmer of Langbank, Sask., who reap- 
ed a satchelfull of money because of 
a temporary illness which appeared 
to be a misfortune at the time, 
. Illustrating the excellent remun- 
erative possibilities for flax growing 
on the prairies Mr. Dovell disclosed 
in an interview with an offivial of 
the National Barley and Linseed 
Flax Committee at Winnipeg that he 
had accidently got into flax growing 
because an illness at seeding time 
tiad made it too late for him to sow 
wheat, 

Switching. to flax at late as June 
7, he had his harvest hopes dashed 
by three snowstorms before it could 
be harvested, 

‘His flax stood up well to all these 
vicissitudes despite skepticism ex- 
pressed by neighbors and friends ana 
when be got his crop swath and com- 
bined, he sold part of the production 
at the loca] elevator at $3.05 por 
bushel, H 

Cashing the tickets at the local 
paymaster he found that the ten 
dollar bills overflowed his wallet and 
had to be stuffed into a satchel he 
was varryng, It was at this oppor- 
tune moment that he met one of his 
skeptical meighbors who suggested 
with a tinge of sarcasm that his 
satchel] might be full of money from 
his flax crop: Mr. Dovell had the last 
laugh.

Oat Varieties in Western Canada 


Last year, for the first time, Line 
Elevator grain buyers were asked 
to estimate the percentage of the 
total oat acreage, in their own dis- 
tricts, occupied by different oat 
varicties. A total of 2,256 Agents 
completed and returned variety sur- 
vey forms, A brief summary of the 
survey follows: 

Manitoba. In 1946, the percent- 
age of the total oat acreage occupied 
the recommended  varicties. 
namely, Vanguard (48.2%), Ajax 


, (29.7%), and Exeter (4.5%), was 


77.4 per cent. For 1947, Vanguard, 


. Ajax, and Exeter are the officially 
© approved varieties for all Manitoba 


soil zones, with this exception— 
Vanguard is not recommended for 
Zone 2A (Red River Valley). 
piaskatchewan. The three recom- 
mended varieties—Victory (39.2%), 
Ajax (18.6%), and Exeter (1.4%)— 
occupied only 59.2% of the total 
Saskatchewan oat acreage in 1946 
The percentage of the acreage de- 
voted to non-recommended varieties 
was as follows: Banner, 21.0%; 
Vanguard, 11.4%; Gopher, 5.5%; 
and others, 2.99. In 1947, Victory, 
Ajax, and Exeter are again the 
officially recommended varieties for 
Saskatchewan. ‘ 
Alberta. Victory is the most 
popular oat variety in Alberta. In 
of the total 
oat acreage, Banner (21.0%), 
Legacy (6.7%), and certain other 
approved varieties, were grown on 
34.8% of the acreage. Only 6.0% 
of the 1946 Alberta oat acreage was 
devoted to non - recommended 
varieties. Victory, Ajax, Legacy, 
Larain, Eagle, and Banner (Zone 4 
only) are recommended for 1947. 
Prairie Provinces. In 1946, the 
reentage of the total oat acreage 
in Western Canada occupied by 
different varietics was as follows: 
Victory, 39.5%; Banner, 18.1%; 
Ajax, 16.3%; Vanguard, 14.0%; 
Gopher, 4.2%; and others, 7.9% 
Hnformation on the varieties of 
oats officially recommended for your 
particular district in 1947 can be 
obtained from your local Agricul- 
tural Representative, or nearest 
Dominion Experimental or Illustra- 
tion Station. Treatment of all oat 
seed planted in Western Canada in 
1947 is strongly recommended; &
